GOY. GRAY'S BODY. 


The Train Bearing it from Mex- 


ico Reaches Indianapolis. 


Will Mr iu State Until Tsmorroii, 


When it Will Be Talieu to I'nlon 


C'lty for Buriul. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Feb. 21 —The bidy of 


Minister to Mexico Isaac P. Gray ar- 
rived in this city at 8 o'clock this 
morning. It was in such a bad con- 
dition that it was necessary to re-em- 
balm it before exposing it to view in 
the state capital building. The face 
was black and the undertakers at- 
tempted to bleach it out so that it 
may be restored to such a condition 
that his friends will recognize it. It 
bore but little resemblance to the 
features of Minister Gray, who left 
here in good health about three weeks 
ago. The body was enclosed in a coffin 
which had been roughly nailed to- 
gether, and the undertakers asked the 
governor to assume the responsibility, 
in behalf of the state, of placing it in a 
new coffio. 


The train bearing Minister Gray's 


body was a special train over the Monon 
from Chicago and as it pulled into the 
station a minister's salute of seventeen 
guns waa fired. The train consisted of 
a baggage car and a Pullman sleeper 
In the center of the baggage car, in the 
coffin, enclosed in a rude box, rested 
the body of the dead minister. Mrs 
Gray and Bayard Gray, her son, had 
traveled in the Pullman sleeper. 


Fully 1,000 people crowded up to the 


iron railings north of the tracks and 
eyed the train curiously. 
Inside the 


railing were the train and station cffi- 
cials, and the members and officials of 
the Indianapolis light artillery. 
As 


soon as the train came to a halt it was 
taken in charge by the light artillery 
and a watch was pleaced on tho funeral 
car. 


There was no attempt to decorate or 


drape the car. In the middle of the 
car, between the two side doors, rested 
the box containing the coffin, 
J$ was 


almost entirely covered by wreaths and 
flowers, all giving out a strong, pun- 
gent odor and all faded and withered. 
The body was later removed, under 
military escort, to the state capitol, 
where it will lie iu state until tomor- 
row morning, when it will be removed 
to Union City, Ind., for interment. 
The state capitol is elaborately draped 
in mourning emblems, and 
many 


buildings and private houses through- 
out the city are also draped. A coffin 
was brought down and the body wss 
changed to it 
It was a black, cloth- 


covered, cedar wood coffin, with long 
bar handles of oxidized plate and is 
known as a state coffin.

One of them called 
Dr. L Stewart Harrison, and while he 
was injecting a restorative into the 
patient's arm, Mr. Douglass passed 
away, seemingly without pain. Mr. 
Douglass was to have delivered a lec- 
ture last night at Hillsdale African 
church, near his home, and wag waiting 
for a carriage when talking to his wife 
The carriage arrived just as he died. 


Mrs. Douglass said that her husband 


had 
apparently been in the best 


of health lately and had showed un- 
usual vigor for one of his years. 


BORN IK SLAVERY. 


Frederick Douglass waa born a slave 


at Tuckahoe, Md., in February, 1817, 


!is mother was a full-blooded African 
oman; his father a white man, pve- 
umably the owner of his mother. He 
earned to read and write through the 
ivor of a relative of his master-father, 
nd at the age of 15 was permitted to 
ire his own time, paying $3 a week, 
etaining and saving the balance of his 
arnings with the intention of ulti- 
mately purchasing his freedom. 
His 


rogresB was slow, however, and in 
338 he ran away, reaching New Bed- 
ord, Mass , in September of that year, 
upporting himself by day labor on the 
•harves and in various work shops, 
yhile there he changed his name to 
)ouglass. 
He had previously been 


ailed Lloyds, the name of his old 
master. 
William Lloyd Garrison took 


n interest in the young fugitive, and 
ssisted him in procuring a higher 
ducation. He soon developed great 
alent as an orator, and attracted the 
ttention of leading members of the 
American Antislavery Society. 
They 


mployed him as one of their lecturers, 
nd he delivered a course throughout 
he northern states, portraying in vivid 
nd forceful language tbe injustice ol 
American slavery and the 
African 


lave trade, 


In 1845 he went to England, where 
a eloquence attracted large 
audi 


ence3. 
On his return to America in 


847 he begin the publication at Koch 
ester, N. Y., of Frederick Douglass 
Paper, which he afterward changed to 
;he North Star. It was a weekly paper 
devoted to the anti-slavery cause. 
He 


was supposed to be implicated in the 
raid of John Brown, and Governor 
Wise made requisition for his arres 
upon the governor of Michigan, iu 
which state he then was. To avoic 
difficulty Mr Douglass went to 
land, where he remained for six o 
eight months. He then returned to 
resume his Rochester paper.

Afterward he became com- j 


missioner of deeds of the district, and 
on his retirement from that office in 
1886 be paid a visit to England, where 
he lectured in many of the principal 
cities In June, 1890, he was appointed 
minister to Hajti, but after abrief visit 
to his post of duty returned to Wash- 
ington and tendered his resignation.

8KCOSD WIFE A WHITE WOMAN. 


Mr. Douglass was twice married, his 


first wife being a colored woman whom 
he wedded in New Bedford.

second marriage was romantic. Miss 
Helen Pitts, whom he married, was a 
New England white woman of middle 
age, a clerk in the office of the recorder 
of deeds of the District of Columbia 
when Mr Douglass was appointed to 
that office. 
She was a member of a 


literary society to which he belonged. 
They were thrown much together and 
finally became engaged 
Her relatives 


opposed the union bitterly on account 
of his color, but finally yielded to force 
of circumstances. Some of them have 
been living near the Douglass home on 
Anacostia Heights 
Mr. Douglass had 


lived for some time at Cedar Hill with 
his wife and one servant 
Ho had two 


sons and a daughter, the children of his 
first wife, living here. They are Louis 
H, and Charles Douglass and Hrp. 
Sprague.
